World Destiny 






Individualized 


Tue rediscovery of the omnipotence of 
the atom in this twentieth century is no 
accident. It is world destiny as designed 
by the stars. And as they are the great 
planetary guardians of evolution, so cer- 
tain men are appointed by them, the Per- 
formers of this evolutionary destiny. Of 
such of these is the 31-year-old Harrison 
S. Brown, Nuclear Physicist. 


Young Dr. Brown’s scientific accom- 
plishments to date are astonishing. He is 
known in and beyond his field as “the 
citizen-scientist.” He is the vice-Chair- 
man of the Emergency Committee of the 
Atomic Scientists, the organization headed 
by Prof. Einstein. In February 1948, he 
won the prize of the American Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of Science for 
his paper on the secrets of the earth— 
Elements in Meteorites and the Earth's 
Origin. These high-sounding names and 
titles, though appearing to be out of the 
sphere of our daily lives, actually con- 
cern each of us, intimately, and col- 
lectively, as members of a one-world. 


Astrologically, the most dramatic aspect 
of this man and his planets is the flame- 
like cleavage between the performer of 
world destiny and the private life of the 
man. The warm fallibility of the human 
heart and the majestic infallability of the 
Cosmic Design are poignantly met. It is 
a drama of deeds shrouded in danger and 
enforced secrecy.’ It is the reenactment 
of the mystery and wonder of the al- 
chemists of old. And finally it is a vital 
study in star contrasts between personal 
life (karma) and impersonal world 
destiny. 


Harrison Brown was born on Septem- 
ber 26, 1917 at Sheridan, Wyoming. The

chart by events, the time points to 4:30 
A.M. as here used. If you were to see 
his picture without knowing who he is, 
you'd think him an attractive young col- 
lege student! So alive in his face, so 
quick his smile and mannerisms that it 
is hard to realize they screen a giant 
brain. He is typically Libran in appear- 
ance. His eyes are framed by the curvec! 
arch of the brow that suggests the artist, 
although his well-knit body suggests the 
Virgo influence at work. 


He grew up in San Francisco and at 
23 took his B.S. at the University of 
California. His Ph.D. came at Johns 
Hopkins in 1941 where he became a 
chemistry instructor that same year. In 
1942, he was Research Associate in 
Chemistry at the University of Chicago, 
specializing in the thermal diffusion of 
gases, mass spectroscopy, and nuclear 
chemistry. In 1942, with the country’s 
defense requirements increasing, Dr. 
Brown joined the Plutonium Project and 
the following year became Assistant Di- 
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rector of‘ Chemistry at the now famous 
Clinton Laboratory at Oak Ridge. 


It was during his Government service 
that young Brown, then but 26 years old, 
became aware of pre-Aquarian humani- 
tarian forces in his nature. This mani- 
fested itself as soon as he was released 
from war-time emergency service in 1945, 
when he wrote a remarkable book . for 
the layman. The title is an appeal from 
his heart: “Must Destruction be Our 
Destiny ?” In this book, he puts forth the 
good and bad factors and possibilities 
in atomic energy development. Not con- 
tent with this printed appeal to the lay- 
man, he went on a lecture tour throughout 
the country carrying the torch of reason. 
He struck straight at the core of the 
matter : 


“We must find some means of protect- 
ing ourselves from ourselves,” he wrote 
and pleaded from the lecture platform. 
Anda again, the pre-Aquarian spoke: “In 
order to abolish the use of the atomic 
bomb, we must abolish war—and this 
implies World Government.” Then the 
scientist and the humanitarian blends real- 
istically: “His (man’s) greatest need is 
to learn how to live with himself . . .”. 


This constant reference and appeal to 
Man to accept responsibility is both curi- 
ous and significant. Dr. Brown knows 
from personal experience what it is to 
battle the self. Already he has met the 
foe and carries Plato’s banner on which 
is found the great command: “Know thy- 
self !” 


On closer inspection of this horoscope 


the next striking thing found is that’! 


Destiny has called each move in the man’s 
private life. His personal will or desire 
was seldom consulted. “Circumstances” 
commanded and he had no choice but to 
obey. Thus is the greater duty to human 
progress ever bought by the sacrifice of 
personal will or preference. Such was the 
case with Washington, such was the case 
with Lincoln. And in a field totally differ- 
ent and yet oddly alike, such is the case 
with Harrison Brown. 


It is probable from the Moon position 
that the young boy’s mother was a power- 
ful influence in his life, perhaps to a 
point of, psychologically, compelling him 
on in his studies. With Mercury rising in 
Virgo, the boy’s mind was as quick as it 
was penetrating and Mercury in its own 








sign is ever at its best in chemistry and 
this was his early specialty. 

The trine of the Moon to the Sun in 
the air (mental) sign of Aquarius and 
Libra respectively, further substantiates 
mental activities at the same time that it 
gives his personality charm and original- 
ity. And as these planets are in wide trine 
aspect to Jupiter on the Midheaven, 
Gemini, his work is raised out of the 
purely intellectual realms into the broader 
planes of philosophy and humanitarian- 
ism. His personality is also enhanced by a 
Jupiterian generosity of spirit. Indeed 
this grand trine is the great and much 
needed protection in his life. 


Jupiter, the greater fortune, is also in 
wide trine to Uranus, the planetary ruler 
of the atomic and Aquarian age. It is 
interesting to observe that in over-all life 
influences, a wide trine, particularly of 
the major planets, appears to have a 
broader scope and force than a more 
exact aspect. It seems to lend the native 
a flexibility necessary to encompass the 
variety and changes attached to the 
greater and so less personal part of the 
native’s destiny. With Brown, _ this 
Jupiter-Uranus aspect accounts for world- 
wide scientific service in the past, but 
more important, it promises tremendous 
things for the future. 


The most potent point in this horo- 
scope is, of course, the satellition in the 
dynamic sign of Leo. Neptune, the planet 
of the (psychologically) deep, the intu- 
ition; Mars, the planet of action and 
force; and Saturn, the Great Teacher and 
“the Sustainer—all activated by the sun’s 
rulership of Leo, further energizes this 
grouping. The force of this satellition 
cannot be over-emphasized. Their com- 
bination can be as explosive as the atom 
itself. First, the Mars-Neptune conjunc- 
tion adds fire to“the intuitive faculty. It 
is an old truism that all great scientific 
discoveries come in “a flash” of intuition. 
This is certainly true of Brown’s work. 
Yet this same conjunction also exposes 
the native to danger and treachery at the 
same time that it drives him (Mars) to 
aspire to great heights of accomplishment 
(Neptune). Thus we see that he must 
ever be on guard against violence in his 
experimental laboratory work and against 
the treachery of men’s jealousy and 
greed. He should certainly be protected 
against attack from foreign agents and 
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his work, but rather to avoid being the 
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saboteurs. He must also guard himself 


against his own impulses that can be deep 
and fiery. Fortunately, Saturn is near by 
to lend wise, restraining influence. But 
at the same time, this Saturn forces him 
to submit to authority and academic 
custom. 

Saturn in the fiery sign of Leo often 
appears to the native to be very limiting 
and hard to live with, but it gives the 
strength and persistence necessary to 
build toward worthy leadership (Leo). 
Saturn and Mars here also account for 
the superhuman hours and devotion to 
scientific labor for which Brown is al- 
ready known. Not many young men are 
capable of so sacrificing their youth and 
health. More, the. sacrifice includes the 
surrender of almost all personal attach- 
ment and consideration. But he is able to 
withstand the grueling grind because 
Neptune supplies the emotional urge to 
investigate and the glamor-lure toward 
the great mysteries of life. 

But Neptune is in opposition to the 
Libra Moon and so-we see that Dr. 
Brown is forced to cut his mystery- 
searching to the cloth of scientific opinion. 
And thus he frequently feels frustrated 
and hampered by others. 

Saturn too, is in opposition to Uranus, 
so his endeavors and ambitions must be 
made to conform with academic ways and 
limitations. This Saturn, by imposing 
material limitations, has forced Brown 
to place his work under greater external 
authority—much against his will. The 
Leo satellition as a whole, indicates his 
work for and under the Government. In 
the service of his country (Saturn) Dr 
Brown was forced to obey security mea- 
sures, etc., to confine his work to the 
atom bomb—a scientific objective which 
was and is personally distasteful to him, 
but which is necessary to his country’s 
needs in time of war. As a scientist, it 
is still necessary for him to align himself 
with great institutions in order to have 
the facilities with which to work—labo- 
ratories, stock piles, etc. It is, however, 
very probable that Brown will some day, 
not too far away, head his own institu- 
tion. The key to this is found in the con- 
structive aspect of Saturn sextile Jupiter 
on the midheaven. 

With Pluto in Cancer, Brown’s diffi- 
culty has not been in securing support for 





bone among several dogs. He has more 
offers, commercial and academic, than he 
knows what to do with. And as he must 
be tactful to all, it is a heavy load. This 
burden is indicated by the conjunction of 
the South Node with Pluto. He is con- 
stantly confronted by this and that in- 
ducement. Yet his need is to keep clear 
of all unnecessary entanglements. Many 
a commercial firm would pay enormous 
sums to secure his services. Such an al- 
liance would bind him to purely commer- 
cial aspects of science and thus prevent 
or, at best, hamper, universal research 
along the lines of his great interests— 
the adaptation of atomic enefgy to the 
constructive, daily uses and needs of 
mankind. 

With Venus in Scorpio, trine Pluto in 
Cancer, it would be easy for this likable, 
attractive young genius to slip into a soft 
spot were it not for his integrity, the key 
to which is found in the North Node. The 
North Node in Capricorn (ruled by 
Saturn) bodes no compromise with -any- 
thing less than the highest. It signifies 
the good destiny (karma) attained in the 
past which is potentially that of power 
and wisdom. This Capricorn position re- 
fers us back to Saturn in the chart, where 
we find that his present and future work 
is the fulfillment of the past by attaining 
leadership (Leo) in his chosen field. 


Skill in Research 


Venus in Scorpio gives young Brown 
his love of research, for Scorpio is a 
natural investigator, especially of the Un- 
known. Mercury in Virgo supplies the 
skill for his work and as this Mercury is 
also sextile to Venus, the combination is 
vital. The sextile of the Moon to Venus 
lends enchantment to the search as it does 
to the personality of the man. His friends, 
and certainly the opposite sex, find him a 
man of mysterious attraction (Venus in 
Scorpio) despite his often withdrawn, de- 
tached moods and ways of life (Moon in 
Aquarius). 

As a Libran, Venus is his planetary 
ruler. It therefore has an over-all influ- 
ence upon his life. And as this planet is 
exactly square to Saturn, this aspect sums 
up the destiny of the life—the sacrifice of 
all personal happiness to the greater glory 
and destiny of mankind. It ‘s in this sac- 
tifice that the great drama of the stars

The astrologer shrugged his shoulders. 
“This is an orderly universe, and so 
things always gravitate into each little 
special pocket of order. Until I break the 
cycle, which so far has had its culmina- 
tion in the death of Mary Belle’s sister, 
I know what to expect. It’s just the 
same proposition as predicting the 
weather, or estimating the end result of 
any scientifically co-ordinated series of 
acts and decisions.” 

“Sounds fatalistic to me. That isn’t the 
way you used to be.” : 

“Ts it fatalistic to know there are things 
in the universe on which you can count, 
and to realize that performance has its 
recognizable signatures and that, in gen- 
eral, it will produce quite according to 
promise ?”

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Now when scare headlines in the 
daily press, sinister prophecies of well or 
less well informed \radio commentators, 
and other self-styled authorities keep 
pounding it into our minds that “nuclear 
science is bound to bring about the de- 
struction of the -world,” or at least that 
“the report of the explosion of the first 
atom bomb was the first sound of the 
death knell of human civilization” — now 
when it is considered fashionable to de- 
cry the nuclear scientist as the evil genius 
who has let loose a monster which is des- 
tined to devour not only its maker but 
also the innocent bystander, and to anni- 
hilate our whole planet to boot —it is 
time to speak up in the defense of this 
much maligned scapegoat, Nuclear Sci- 
ence. 

Would you say that it would be better 
for mankind if electricity had never been 
invented, despite the many comforts it 
has given us, despite the many ways in 
which it has made our life more pleasant, 
just because electricity is used in certain 
states to execute criminals, or because a 
few careless individuals are killed by dis- 
regarding safety instructions and touch- 
ing a live high-tension wire? 

Would you say that chloroform is an 
invention of the devil, despite the relief 
which it brings to many sufferers, just be- 
cause it can be used for murder, too? 
Would you do away with all medicines, 
just because many a substance which 
heals, cures and brings relief when ad- 
ministered in the proper dose by a skilled 
hand will kill if taken in an overdose by 
the ignorant? 

Or would you want to outlaw fire in all 
its forms and uses, forbidding its use 
even for cooking and for heating your 
home, just because fire has been known to 
destroy lives and property when getting 
out of control? 

Of course you would not — because the 
blessings of electricity, of medicines, of 
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fire, outweigh by far the evil that can be 
wrought by them or with them. 

By the same token, you must not con- 
demn nuclear science either if you find 
that its blessings outweigh the disasters 
of Hiroshima andsNagasaki. 

I come before you as the attorney for 
the defense of the Atom. I shall prove to 
you that the blessings it has given us have 
already outweighed its horrible record of 
carnage and destruction, and that the 
boon it promises us for the very near 
future — within our own lifetime — will 
dwarf these terrible memories into insig- 
nificance. 


The Gifts of the Atom 


What have we gained from the im 
mense reservoir of energy in the atomic 
nucleus during the very few years whilk 
we have been learning how to tap it? 

Very little. We are still at the first step 
of the long stairway that is expected to 
lead to the “Atomic Age.” We have be- 
gun to harness the energy of the atomic 
nucleus — scientifically called nuclear en- 
ergy, although popularity (and errone- 
ously!) named “atomic power” — but in 
our characteristic human way we have 
put it mainly to use for destruction, in 
the form of the uranium-plutonium 
bomb, and are now planning to use it for 
destruction on a still larger scale, by the 
“hydrogen bomb.” The effects of the 
uranium-plutonium bomb are well known, 
and I shall not discuss them here; I shall 
merely admit that it is a very efficient 
way of killing our fellowmen. The hydro 
gen bomb is still shrouded entirely in the 
clouds of military secrets, so I could not 
discuss it even if I wanted to. The con 
structive, peaceful uses of nuclear energy 
are still in the project or pilot-plant stage, 
but when they will be realities, they will 
make life on this planet better, more 
pleasant and more comfortable. But there 
is a by-product of nuclear energy which 
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is already here, already put to very wor- 
thy, practical and beneficial uses: Radio- 
isotopes. 


Radioisotopes 


The radioisotopes are my evidence in 
defense of the atom and nuclear science. 
The knowledge gained through them, the 
benefits they have given mankind, out- 
weigh Hiroshima and Nagasaki: 

Before discussing the production and 
use of radioisotopes, we must first make 
clear what a radioisotope is. The simplest 
answer is, of course: A radioisotope is a 
radioactive isotope, and specifically an 
artificially produced source of radioactiv- 
ity. This definition makes the matter clear 
to everybody who knows what we mean 
by “isotope” and “radioactivity” — but 
does everybody know it? Permit me to 
assume that there are some among you 
who require a brief explanation and to 
proceed to give one here. 

As a basic step to the understanding of 
the theory of isotopes and radioactivity, 
let me describe the structure of the atom 
as ic is known today. 


Atomic Structure 


An atom is that smallest part of a sub- 
stance which cannot be further subdi- 
vided or resolved into more basic, simpler 
components by chemical means. Note the 
word chemical. It is very important. To 
the chemist, the atom is actually the 
smallest unit of matter, but not so to the 
physicist. The physicist recognizes the 
atom as a complex combination of a given 
number of protons, neutrons and elec- 
trons, and while he is inclined today to 
believe that these three are the ultimate 
fundamental building blocks of matter, he 
still cannot state so with a certainty. 

This is not the only point where the 
points of view of the chemist and of the 
physicist differ. There are many more, 
and in this article I shall point out several 
of them. “ 

Now let us get back to our atom. 

Many theories of the atom and atomic 
structure have come and gone, been gen- 
erally accepted and then discarded and 
superseded by newer, more modern, more 
up to date “atom models.” (‘The atom is 
so inconceivably tiny — its diameter can 
be measured in billionths of an inch only 
— that we can never expect to see it, and 
therefore must compose a schematic pic- 
ture which will accommodate and explain 


as many theoretical and observational data 


as possible, and will offer a minimum of 
contradictions to later discoveries. This 
schematic picture is our “atom model,” 
which is retained until it is contradicted 
by too many new discoveries or theories, 
and then it is replaced by a new one.) 

The currently accepted picture is the 
Bohr-Rutherford atom model, which is a 
combination of the nuclear atom model of 
Rutherford, the theories of Niels Bohr, 
and of the quantum theory of Max 
Planck. 


The Bohr-Rutherford Atom Model 


I do not propose to give here a thor- 
ough discussion of this atom model or of 
the quantum theory. Volumes upon vol- 
umes have been written on both subjects, 
and the theory is extremely involved. 
Since we will use this atom model merely 
as a stepping stone to the discussion of 
radioactivity and radioisotopes, a very 
brief and very sketchy summary of the 
subject will suffice. 

The quantum theory, formulated by 
Max Planck in the first year of our cen- 
tury, states that radiant energy (be it 
visible light, heat, radioactivity, x-rays, 
or any other form of electromagnetic ra- 
diation) is emitted not in a continuous 
stream, but in the form of individual, 
separate packets or particles of energy. 
To use a crude analogy, radiant energy 
is not emitted in a continuous, coherent 
stream, like water is squirted forth from 
a garden hose, but the way a machine gun 
spits forth its bullets; there is a hardly 
perceptible pause between the emergence 
of the individual bullets, but their effect 
on the target is that of an uninterrupted 
stream. Reduce the size of the bullets and 
the length of the time interval between 
their emergence by hundreds of billions, 
and you have the picture of the emission 
of radiant energy. 

Rutherford’s nuclear atom theory pos- 
tulated an atom consisting of a central 
nucleus with a number of electrons cir- 
cling about it. This is the picture which 
Niels Bohr combined with the quantum 
theory to form our current atom model 
and to explain the emission of radiations 
by the behavior of the electrons in their 
orbits. 


A Miniature Solar System 


You are all familiar with the compari- 
son of an atom to a solar system, with 
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the nucleus in the center like a sun, and 
the electrons revolving about it like plan- 
ets. For this reason, they are called plane- 
tary or orbital electrons. Like planets, 
they have also a rotatory motion, called 
spin, about their own axis. The compari- 
son of the atom to a solar system holds 
good as regards relative sizes and dis- 
tances, too. The diameter of the nucleus 
shows roughly the same proportion to the 
diameter of the entire atom as the diam- 
eter of our Sol to the diameter of our 
solar system — roughly 1 to 10,000. This 
will give you a fair idea of the size of 
the atomic nucleus — its diameter is 
measurable in trillionths of an inch only, 
an order of size -where the word “meas- 
urable” loses every meaning. 

The space between the nucleus and 
the planetary electrons, and between the 
planetary electrons, is empty — the same 
vacuum or near vacuum which fills our 
solar system. 


The Nucleus and the Nucleons 


The nucleus is composed of protons 
and neutrons. These two types of nuclear 
particles, collectively called nucleons, are 
approximately equal in size and mass (the 
mass of a neutron is about .16% greater 
than that of a proton), but are different 
in a very important respect: The proton 
is electrically charged, while the neutron 
is uncharged, electrically neutral. 

The number of protons and neutrons 
in the nucleus — in other words, just how 
many of the nucleons of a given nucleus 
are protons and how many of them are 
neutrons — is a rather involved matter, 
and we shall not enlarge upon it in this 
article. There is just one point we must 
note: At least one of the nucleons must 
be a proton, and (with the exception of 
the nucleus of the ordinary hydrogen 
atom, which is the simplest of all nuclei, 
consisting of nothing but one proton), at 
least one of the nucleons must be a neu- 
tron—and with the exception of one 
single stable nucleus (the helium isotope 
2He*), the number of neutrons in a stable 
nucleus can never be less, and in the great 
majority is greater, than the number of 
protons. 

As mentioned above, neutrons are elec- 
trically neutral, and protons carry an 
electric charge — a positive charge. Since 
there is at least one proton — at least one 
positive electric charge — in every nu- 





cleus, the nucleus is always positively 
charged. . 

Why is it then that the atom as a whole 
is electrically neutral? 

The answer lies in the planets of this 
miniature solar system, the planetary 
electrons. 


The Electron 


Electrons are negatively charged. Each 
electron carries one unit of negative 
charge; for this very reason, this unit of 
electric charge is called eléctronic charge 
In every atom, the number of planetary 
electrons is equal to the number of pro 
tons in the nucleus. Now it so happens 
that the positive electric charge on each 
proton equals numerically one negative 
electronic charge; in other ‘words, the 
positive charge of one proton and the 
negative charge of one electron cancel 
each other out. The number of positively 
charged nuclear protons and the number 
of negatively charged extranuclear elec- 
trons being always equal in every atom, 
the positive and negative charges cancel 
each other out, and the atom as a unit is 
always electrically neutral. 

By the way, while the quantity of the 
electric charge on the electron equals nu- 
merically that on the proton, the masses 
(we speak of masses rather than weights) 
of these two types of particles are very 
different. The mass of an electron is 
roughly 1/1850 of the mass of 4 proton. 
It logically follows that practically all of 
the mass of an atom is concentrated in 
its nucleus, and the loss of one plane- 
tary electron, or even all of them will 
not produce any perceptible change in 
the mass or weight of the atom as a 
whole, but will effect the balance of elec- 
tric charges in the atom. (For instance, 
an atom which has lost one of its: plane- 
tary electrons is left with one positive 
charge in excess, and is called a posi/-we 
ion. On’ the other hand, the loss of a 
proton will change not only the balance 
of electric charges but also the mass of 
the atom as a whole. The loss of a neu- 
tron.does not affect the electric charge 
but does change the mass of the atom. 


Atomic Number and Mass Number — 
The Periodic Table 


As we have just seen, in order to be 
balanced electrically, every atom must 
contain exactly as many planetary elec- 
trons (negative electronic charges) as 
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there are protons (positive electronic 
charges) in its nucleus. This number of 
protons or electrons is called the atomic 
number, and is usually designated by the 
symbol Z. The total number of nucleons 
(all the protons plus all the neutrons) in 
the nucleus is called the mass number 
(symbol: A). 

The chemical elements grouped in the 
order of increasing atomic numbers con- 
stitute the periodic table of the elements 
he periodic table begins with hydrogen 
(atomic number Z = 1) and ends with 
curium (atomic number Z = 96), and 
each element in the table has an atomic 
number 1 higher than the element imme- 
diately preceding it. 


Mass Defect and Binding Energy 


The mass of every atomic nucleus as 
a whole is slightly less than the sum total 
of the masses of all the nucleons com- 
posing it. The whole is smaller than the 
sum of its parts! 


It is as if we were packing a number 
of inflated rubber balloons in a box, and 
had to squeeze each balloon a tiny bit in 
order to fit them in the box. The nucleons 
lose a small fraction of their mass (a 
few percents) when they aré “packed” 
together to compose a nucleus. This loss 
of mass in the whole nucleus is called 
mass defect, and the loss of mass per 
nucleon ‘(the mass defect divided by the 
number of nucleons*®) is referred to as 
packing fraction. The nuclei of the vari- 
ous elements show different values of 
mass defect and packing fraction. 

I plead guilty to an inaccuracy in the 
previous paragraph: | said that the nu- 
cléons “lose” a small fraction of their 
mass. They do not lose their fraction of 
mass. Mass is never lost, just trans- 
formed. According to Ejinstein’s principle 
of the equivalence of mass and energy, 
mass and energy are merely interchange- 
able aspects of the same thing. The mass 
deficit is not the mass lost, but the mass 
transformed into energy. In the terms of 
energy, the mass defect can be defined as 
the energy which it takes to combine the 
protons and neutrons in a nucleus, and 
is called binding energy — the energy 
which binds the nucleons together. Con- 
versely, this is the energy which is re- 
leased when a nucleus is “split,” when the

nucleons are set free. This is the energy 
which flattened Hiroshima and Nagasaki, 
and this is the energy which is called 
nuclear energy (misnamed “atomic en- 
ergy”), and which we are trying to har- 
ness and put to practical use. 

By the way, the amount of energy re- 
leased by the disruption of atomic nuclei 
is So tremendous that it staggers human 
imagination. It is determined by Ein- 
stein’s equation E = mc’, i. e. the energy 
(E) equals the mass of the matter anni- 
hilated (m) multiplied by the square of 
the speed of light in centimeters per sec- 
ond (c). The speed of light.per second is 
30 billion centimeters, and therefore the 
energy equals the mass multiplied by 30 
billion times 30 billion! The energy 
equivalent of 1 gram (1/28 ounce) of 
helium, one of the lightest elements, 
amounts to about 200,000 kilowatthours! 


Chemical Properties 


The chemical properties of every ele- 
ment are determined by the number and 
arrangement (called “confirmation”) of 
the planetary electrons in its atoms. This 
is an involved topic, on which I do not 
propose to dwell here. In order to proceed 
to our subject proper, isotopes in general 
and radioisotopes in particular, I mention 
only that the planetary electrons are ar- 
ranged around the nucleus in certain defi- 
nite orbits, called electron shells. Each 
shell can contain only a certain limited 
number of electrons; each shell may con- 
tain less than its allotted maximum num- 
ber of electrons, but may not contain 
more, and additional electrons will start 
a new shell. The chemically active elec- 
trons — called valence electrons — are 
those in the outermost, incomplete shell. 
Those elements, of which the atoms con- 
tain completed shells only, are chemically 
inert, unable to enter into chemical com- 
binations with other elements, or with 
each other, and hence are called inert ele- 
ments. (Those are the noble gases neon, 
xenon, radon, etc.)

for all this, an emotionalism brought on 
by shock, causing a hectic after effect. 
I wanted to find excuses for my bride of 
only a few months.

stand that when a wizard tries in accom- 
plishment, calling on the powers beyond 
the veil, at times there is a result that is 
very surprising to him.

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The Sidereal 


Zodiac 


Advantages and Disadvantages 


Iv my preceding articles I have shown 
that the original zodiac, in terms of which 
astrology was developed, was rather 
naturally measured, not from an invisible 
moving point like our modern zodiac, but 
from a fixed star. To the modern bookish 
astrologer who has all his measurements 
served up to him in an ephemeris this 
may possibly seem odd; but to anyone 
who looks at the sky and is accustomed 
to make his measurements for himself, be 
he an ancient Phoenician sailor or a 
modern patrol in the Sahara, the only 
possible starting-point is something which 
he can see—in other words, a star. 

The zodiac, then, as originally devised, 
was measured from the fixed stars Spica, 
Antares, Regulus and Aldebaran. And it 
may be that this original zodiac will even 
now give us better results. At any rate it 
is only natural to wish to experiment with 
it, and I intend therefore to point out 
some of the differences between it and 
the ordinary zodiac. 

The modern zodiac as commonly used 
is a tropical zodiac, that is to say, it is 
measured from the tropical and equinoc- 
tial points ; Cancer is a name given to the 
first 30 degrees after the summer solstice, 
instead of the summer solstice falling in 
so-many degrees of Cancer. The fiducial 
or measuring-point of this zodiac is the 
vernal equinox, which is by definition 
always on the equator; and this is very 
convenient because it means that each 
degree of this zodiac remains always at 
a fixed distance from the equator, and 
therefore all tables of houses for it will 
remain valid indefinitely so long as the 
obliquity of the ecliptic does not sen- 
sibly change. 

On the other hand in this zodiac the 
fixed stars, as they are called, move for-

accordingly the Scorpion’s Heart is now 
put down at 8° of Sagittarius, and the 
Bull’s Eye at 8° of the Twins. For this 
reason the tropical zodiac has also been 
called the moving zodiac, because in it the 
fixed stars move. 


The zodiac of the ancients was a side- 
real zodiac, that is to say, it was based on 
the apparent revolutions of the fixed 
stars (ignoring “proper motion”) and 
accordingly in it the fixed stars are fixed. 
For that reason it has also been called the 
fixed zodiac. But correspondingly it has 
the disadvantage that its fiducials, which 
can be easily seen on any starry night, do 
not remain at a fixed distance from the 
equator; and consequently the right 
ascension and declination of each degree 
is always gradually changing, and a table 
of houses does not remain valid very 
long. In fact in the sidereal zodiac a 
table of houses must be calculated for 
some definite year, and it will then be cor- 
rect to within thirty seconds for 36 years 
before or after. Tables of houses for the 
sidereal zodiac are usually calculated for 
1940 because at that date the difference 
between the sidereal and tropical zodiacs 
was exactly 24 degrees; but these tables 
can quite well e used for 1840 by adding 
1°23’ to the readings. 


It not infrequently happens, however, 
that the experimenter is without a side- 
real table of houses for the latitude he 
requires. In that case he simply looks up 
the cusps in the ordinary tropical table 
of houses and then makes a correction 
according to the date. The correction for 
January 1, 1950, for instance, is —24° 8’ 
36”; and this is usually applied by add- 
ing its arithmetical complement (30° 
—24 8 36” = 5° 51’ 24”)\and then de- 
ducting a whole sign. Should the mid- 
heaven, for example, fall in 18° 53’ 
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Gemini of the tropical zodiac (TZ) by 
adding 5° 51’ and subtracting a sign we 
find it in 24° 44’ Taurus of the sideral 
zodiac (SZ). Thus a whole horoscope 
can be easily converted by putting each 
planet and cusp into the preceding sign 
and then increasing its longitude by what- 
ever the amount may be for the year in 
question; but so long as the difference 
between the two zodiacs is 24 degrees, 
planets and cusps in the last 6 degrees of 
any sign will remain in the same sign. 

Next, it is advisable to remember that 
solar and lunar returns will always occur 
later in the sidereal zodiac. The reason 
for this is that in the tropical zodiac the 
fiducial is moving backwards at the rate 
of 50” per year, while the planets are 
moving forward; the two will therefore 
meet sooner than they would if they had 
a fiducial which remained in the same 
place. This backward movement is known 
as the Precession of the Equinoxes. 


The amount of difference in time be- 
tween a solar return in the tropical and 
one in the sidereal zodiac is approxi- 
mately 20 minutes for every year of the 
native’s age; for it takes the sun about 
20 minutes to go 50” of arc, and the 
distance to be made up increases by 50” 
per year. At the age of eighteen, there- 
fore, the difference in time between the 
two revolutions will be about 6 hours; 
at the age of 36 it will be about 12 hours; 
and at the age of 72 a whole day. The 
Moon, however, moves about 13 times as 
fast as the Sun, and therefore the differ- 
ences in time will be much less; at the 
age of 18 the difference between the side- 
real and tropical lunar returns will be 
about half an hour, at 36 about 1 hour, 
and at 72 about 2 hours. This means that 
throughout adult life the angular planets 
in the two charts will be different. 


Timing of Planets 


But solar and lunar returns are not the 
only phenomena which differ between the 
two zodiacs. There is also a perceptible 
difference in the timing of the slower 
transits. To give an example, the present 
Duke of Windsor was born with Jupiter 
in 18.23 Gemini tropical, and on the date 
of his abdication Neptune was transiting 
in square to his natal Jupiter in 18.56 
Virgo tropical, the Sun being on the final 
afternoon in 18° 30’ Sagittarius. In the 
sidereal zodiac, however, the natal Jupiter

was in 25.01 Taurus, and the transiting 
Neptune in 24.59 Leo, only 2 minutes of 
arc from the perfect square and there- 
fore measuring much more closely to the 
date. 


The two zodiacs coincided in A.D. 213, 
that being the year when the equinox pre- 
cessed back to the beginning of the 
ancient constellation Aries ; and the mark- 
ing-stars of the ancients then had the 
same longitude in both zodiacs. The 
difference between the two zodiacs has of 
course been growing ever since, and 
amounted to exactly 23 degrees in 1868, 
and exactly 24 degrees in 1940. This 
means that all persons having their Sun, 
Moon or Ascendant in the first 23 or 24 
degrees of a sign of the Tropical Zodiac 
have them in the preceding constellation 
of the sidereal zodiac. At first, of course, 
this seems intolerable to most of us, be- 
cause we wildly assume that the sidereal 
Leo has just the same characteristics as 
the tropical Leo, and we say to ourselves: 
“I have always been Virgo, I cannot sud- 
denly beconie Leo.” But this line of 
argument is what is known as the 
Homonymous Fallacy. It consists in as- 
suming that two things which bear the 
same name must also have the same 
nature—in other words, that the sidereal 
Leo must have the same characteristics 
as the tropical Leo. This assumption is 
quite unjustified. The characters of the 
tropical signs have been derived very 


- largely from experience, and there is no 


excuse for trying to glue them on to the 
constellations. In a future article I shall 
discuss what the ancient writers have to 
say about character and the constella- 
tions; and it will be seen that the charac- 
ters of the constellations are not at all the 
same as those of the signs. 


If we observe the sky at night we can 
see the sidereal zodiac above us. It is 
true that the constellations do not all 
look equally large, although the astrol- 
ogers of old made all twelve of them 30 
degrees in length. None the less in terms 
of the sidereal zodiac the Bull’s eye and 
horns are in the Bull and not, as the 
tropical zodiac makes out, in the Twins; 
and a planet seen between the claws of 
the Scorpion is aetually in Scarpio in- 
stead of being labelled “Sagittarius.” By 
this method one can actually see the 
Moon’s sign-position instead of having to 
work it out from an ephemeris. 
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Ptolemy 

The man chiefly responsible for aban- 
doning the original zodiac was Claudius 
Ptolemy ; and we should never guess his 
reasons, so it is fortunate that he gives 
them. To begin with, he maintains that 
childhood exceeds in moisture, youth in 
heat, maturity in dryness, and old age in 
cold; and since this is analogous to the 
four seasons of spring, summer, autumn 
and winter, it therefore follows that the 
zodiac must begin with the beginning of 
spring. But this is no more than an agree- 
able comparison; it cannot be taken as a 
serious argument, more especially since 
it does not work out; for if spring really 
exceeds in moisture, it must follow that 
Aries is the most moist of all the signs. 
But Ptolemy ignores this point, and calls 
Aries hot and dry! 

After this frankly egregious begin- 
ning his reason for measuring the signs 
from the actual solstices and equinoxes 
is even more problematic. We find it in 
Book I of the Tetrabiblos, chapters 11 
and 22. In one place he says of the signs 
that “their more general temperaments 
are each analogous to the seasons that 
take place in them,” and in the other 
“their natures, powers, and familiarities 
take their cause from the solsticial and 
equinoctial starting-places, and from no 
other source” (Robbins’ translation, my 
italics). 

This can only mean that the character 
of Aries is derived simply and solely 
from the fact that it immediately follows 
the vernal equinox, and that the figure of 
the Ram, the rulership of Mars, and the 
attribution to cardinal fire, are mere 
descriptions having no influence at all on 
the actual nature of the sign. In a similar 
way the character of Taurus must depend 
solely on the fact that it lies half way 
between the vernal equinox and the 
summer solstice. 

Frankly, these are not arguments which 
anyone can now take seriously. In fact 
nobody does take them seriously. If we 
believe in the tropical zodiac we do so 
on the basis of our own experience and 
not because of what Ptolemy said. But the 
fact is that, as we now see, Ptolemy, who 
launched the tropical zodiac, did so for 
tfeasons which we can only consider 
totally inadequate, namely because a: nice 
tidy scheme appealed to his nice tidy 


shall probably want to stick to the tropi- 
cal zodiac; but, if we do, let us remember 
how shaky are its foundations both his- 
torically and theoretically. It may have 
worked well for some time, but who 
knows if the original zodiac. may not 
work better? 


Another difference between the two 
zodiacs is in the attribution of three 
signs to each of the four elements. This 
piece of schematism was just the sort of 
thing that appealed to Ptolemy; but be- 
fore his time the attributions were differ- 
ent and rather uncertain. They were 
based on what one can only call a prin- 
ciple of common sense, according to 
which the Crab, the Sea-Goat’s tail, the 
Waterman, and the Fishes, were all signs 
of water, Leo was fiery as being the sign 
of the Sun, Virgo was airy on account of 
her wings, and earth included. such ter- 
restrial creatures as the Ram, the Bull, 
the Scorpion, the equine half of Sagit- 
tarius, and the terrestrial foreparts of the 
Goat. Regarding Gemini, Libra, and the 
rest of Sagittarius there seems to have 
been some doubt. 


It will be seen, therefore, that the orig- 
inal zodiac of the ancients differed from 
the modern zodiac in three ways: first, 
it was measured from the stars instead 
of the tropics, and so its tables of houses 
do not remain constant; secondly, al- 
though the rulerships and exaltations are 
the same, the natures of the constella- 
tions are not the same as those of the 
signs of the same name, and their influ- 
ence on character and temperament is 
different; and thirdly, the predictive 
methods are different, the revolutions of 
Sun and Moon occurring later and being 
more expressive, and the slower transits 
being slightly affected. Finally, if any- 
one wishes to experiment with this zodiac, 
tables for doing so have been published 
by the American Federation of Astrol- 
ogers in its Sidereal Ephemeris for 1950, 
and there is also a very useful book 
called Zodiacs Old and New, by Cyril 
Fagan, recently issued by Llewellyn 
George.

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Arizona— 


The 48th State 


Arizona, our 48th state, was ad- 
mitted to the Union February 14, 1912. 
One of the fastest growing, and popular 
states, it is in the south-west part of the 
U.S., bounded on the north by Utah and 
Nevada, to the east by New Mexico, on 
the south by Mexico, in the west by Ne- 
vada and California. It ranks fifth among 
the states in area. 

Topographically the state is made up of 
two sections—plateaus in the north and 
mountains in the south. 

Four planets, including the ruler, are 
in the air signs—climatically the state is 
entirely within the arid region, but, be- 
cause of differences: in altitude, there is 
a wide range in temperature and precip- 
itation. 

Phoenix, the capital, plays host to more 
and more distinguised visitors every 
winter. 

Saturn, in the earth sign, Taurus, is 
placed in the 3rd, trine Moon and Venus, 
square Mercury, sextile Neptune The 
state is rich in minerals, and mining is of 
primary importance Arizona is the lead- 
ing copper-producing state, also produc- 
ing gold, silver, lead and zinc. 

Neptune (exalted) is the only planet in 
water. Through irrigation vast areas of 
arid and semi-arid lands, at one time ut- 
terly useless, have been made exceedingly 
productive. So the valley lands of Ari- 
zona are now extremely fertile, and under 
favorable conditions enormous yields per 
acre of wheat, potatoes etc. are possible. 
Mars rules most of the 9th house—but is 
placed in the 4th. Cotton has become an 
important crop and is shipped out of the 
state as well as a great amount of food 
products. 

The mountain sides and mesas afford 
excellent livestock , pasture. The citrus 
fruit industry is of increasing importance. 
Other crops include: corn, barley, oats,

hay, beans, sweet-potatoes, apples, 
peaches, pears and grapes. Since Jupiter 
rules the major part of the 10th house, 
and is also placed in the 10th Arizona 
seems wealthy in many respects. 

The ruler of the chart, Uranus, is in its 
own sign, in the 12th, trine Mars in the 
4th. Among scenic attractions is the 
Grand Canyon of the Colorado River, 9 
wonders of the world, 200 miles long, 
from 8 to 10 miles wide, and about 5,000 
feet deep. 

Another attraction is the Roosevelt 
Dam, one of the greatest in the world (all 
sounds like the reflex of Leo)—which 
supplies irrigation to the Salt River 
Valley. 


Throughout the state are the numerous 
structures of archeological interest, in- 
cluding Casa Grande, the main building 
of a large group of structures in which 
the Indians lived. The night-time ruler of 
Aquarius—Saturn—is in the 3rd, ruling 
the 12th. There are also cliff dwellings im 
the Navajo Indian Reservation. Other 


points of interest are Montezuma Castle 
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on Beaver Creek, Canyon de Chelly, the 
petrified forest, the last a great tourist at- 
traction. 

With Jupiter, planet of religion, in 
the 10th—a house connected with the 
parents, heredity, etc—probably the first 
white men to enter Arizona were Juan de 
la Asuncion and Pedro Nadal, two friars, 
who reached there about 1538. 

Fray Marcos of Niza and his negro 
companion, Estevanico, crossed the south- 
east part of the state in 1539. 


In 1629 the Franciscans established 
the first mission among the Hopi Indians, 
lasting until 1680, when the Pueblo In- 
dians killed the missionaries. 


In 1687 the Jesuits visited the country 
and about 1699 established the mission of 
San Xavier del Bac and that of Guevavi 
in 1732. 

In 1752 a presidio was established at 
Tubas, but in 1776 it was moved to San 
Augustin de Tucson, the site of the pres- 
ent city of Tucson. : 

The Jesuits, expelled in 1767, were suc- 
ceeded by the Franciscans, who rehabili- 
tated the missions and continued explora- 
tions. So this state has certainly had a re- 
ligious background. 

When New Mexico was conquered by 
Gen. W. Kearney, in 1846, Arizona 
formed part of that territory. By the 
Treaty of Guadalupe Hidalgo in 1848, 
Mexico ceded the section north of the 
Gila River to the U.S. 

This is an up and coming progressive 
state, more livable now, due to air-con- 
ditioning in the summers. Have you 
thought of this locality as a possible 
place for your home? Let us investigate. 
Whose planets fit in Arizona in the cor- 
rect positions, and what groups are not 
suited for this spot? 

First, Arizona is listed as one of the 10 
best states for a lady to meet a husband. 
Phoenix is listed in 7th place, as one of 
the 10 best cities—for those women who 
feel marriage is necessary for a happy 
future. 

If you celebrate your birthday between 
February 5th and 22nd, there is no doubt 
that Arizona will have a strong appeal 
for you. With the informal mode of liv- 
ing, you could incline to grow away from 
your strong mental trends, become inter- 
ested in physical exercise, sports, and the 
outdoors. 

Your likes and dislikes are strong. You 





are obvious when you care for another, 
and irrespective of good rearing, are 
often too abrupt in manner and in show- 
ing dislike for a person. You do not ap- 
pear demonstratively affectionate, but 
once you let the barriers down you can 
prove surprisingly emotional.

"Round the Horoscope

PART Vill 
PRECISION WITHOUT PAIN 


Ir is perhaps unfortunate for the gen- 
eral advancement of astrology as an art 
that mathematics should be such a neces- 
sary adjunct, for undoubtedly they deter 
many would-be astrologers from tackling 
the subject seriously, besides proving a 
bug-bear to quite a lot of students, despite 
the assistance obtainable from modern 
ephemerides and tables. However, the fact 
remains that so far as astrology is con- 
cerned, mathematics is a necessary evil, 
and it therefore behooves all exponents 
of astrology, whether teachers or writers 
of text-books, to do everything possible 
to divest this bogey of its intimidating ap- 
parel—in other words, to debunk it so 
that it shall no longer be such a drawback 
to the beginner with no aptitude for 
irithmetic. 

This ideal state of affairs is quite pos- 
sible of attainment provided the fullest 
use is made of the tables and data avail- 
able to the present-day astrologer, but 
there lies one of the difficulties, for in 
the past information has been sadly lack- 
ing concerning the extent to which such 
useful aids may be invoked. There is al- 
ways scope for new tables, of course, 
such as those previously given in the cur- 
rent series of articles, but some of the 
existing tables can be used in ways hither- 
to unsuspected, as will be seen from the 
examples which follow. 

But let us first take a look at one of 
ou: mathematical bogies. Every student 
who at some time or other has used the 
Solar Return as a means of prognosis 
knows that to ensure the accuracy of the 
figure the longitude of the Sun in the 
radix must be calculated to the nearest 
second, a proceeding for which the usual 
Tables of Diurnal Proportional Loga- 


rithms appear to be unsuited, in that they 
are only set for degrees and minutes, and 
not for seconds, and consequently the 
problem is generally attacked by invok- 
ing the Rule of Three with its usual mul- 
tiplication and division. 

To illustrate this the place of the Sun 
will be computed for the time of the con- 
junction between the Moon and Mercury 
previously mentioned in these articles, 
namely, 3:22 p.m., E.S.T., January 29, 
1949. The American Astrology Epheme- 
ris for the year concerned tabulates the 
solar positions for Oh. E.S.T. as follows: 

January 29th, Aquarius 8° 58’ 37” 

30th, 9 59 35 
The difference is 1° 0’ 58”. 

The problem may therefore be pro- 
pounded as, “If the Sun moves 1° 0’ 58” 
in 24 hours, how much does it move in 
15h. 22m.? Expressed in another way it 
would appear as: 

15h. 22m. x 1° 0 58” 
24h. 00m. 
For ease in working this must be changed 
into minutes on the time side, and into 
seconds on the other, as:

Adding 39’ 2” to the Sun’s longitude at 
0h. E.S.T. on January 29th gives Aquari- 
us 9° 37’ 39” as its place in the signs at 
3-22 p.m. 

Only those students who find this sort 
of thing child’s play would. want to fol- 
low such a road if an easier one were 
available, and as the latter can be found 
in the Tables of Diurnal Proportional 
Logarithms given in American Astrology 
Ephemerides and Tables of Houses it is 
well worth sign-posting for the benefit of 
those other students who prefer to avoid 
mathematical bogies of the kind we have 
been examining. Here is the method:

This is the same result as that found by 
our earlier efforts, but with far less 
trouble, and to satisfy those students 
whose enquiring minds would like to 
know the “ins and outs” of the method, 
it may be explained that in taking ad- 
vantage of the Tables of Diurnal Propor- 
tional Logarithms by regarding the Sun’s 
daily movement in minutes and seconds as 
“degrees and minutes,” it is necessary 
to split it into sections covered by the 
Tables, which only extend over 24 hours

00m, 
found by using the Tables of Diurnal 
Proportional Logarithms as already dem- 
onstrated. Adding the three together 
gives the whole increment for the period 
of 15h. 22m. 

It may not be immediately realized that 
by taking advantage of this short cut 
every astrological tyro can make the full- 
est use of the meticulously accurate 
planetary positions given in the American 
Atsrology Ephemerides. One can well 
imagine the dismay aroused in the breasts 
of many students at their first introduc- 
tion to an ephemeris containing planetary 
longitudes in degrees, minutes and sec- 
onds—dismay at the thought of the calcu- 
lations involved in working out the cor- 
rect positions for a given time, usually 
overcome by taking them to the nearest 
minute only. With the means now at their 
disposal, however, all students desirous of 
going to the extremes of precision may do 
so with very little more trouble than re- 
quired in taking-out the planetary places 
in degrees and minutes only, and, to dis- 
play their prowéss, the horoscopes they 
cast may now be emblazoned with the 
longitude of every planet proudly pro- 
claimed in degrees, minutes AND SEC- 
ONDS.

It will be noticed that in the examples 
given, four-figure Diurnal Proportional 
Logarithms have been used throughout. 
They are quite accurate enough for all 
astrological work, and moreover, take less 
time and trouble to use than those with 
five figures. The sight of so many figures 
undoubtedly prejudices the non-mathe- 
matical student against the use of such 
time-savers as these very handy loga- 
rithms, and accordingly we may perhaps 
be permitted to put in yet another plea 
to the compilers of our ephemerides, to 
tabulate the Diurnal Proportional Loga- 
rithms in four figures only, leaving the 
five-figure variety to be found in the 
pages of the American Astrology Tables 
of Houses. In casting a horoscope these 
logarithms are generally used to find the 
places of at least five bodies, so that if 
100,000 astrological students were to set 
up no more than one chart every day, the 
use of four-figure instead of fiye-figure 
logarithms would save the writing down 
of over 500-million figures during the 
course of twelve months, and if each cal- 
culation took but two seconds less to per- 
form, the total time saved by all these 
hard-working students would be over 11 
years! A fantastic argument perhaps, but 
why use five figures when four will 
serve? 

The same degree of accuracy can be 
obtained when computing the place of the 
Moon, but owing to the variations in her 
rate of motion, certain corrections must 
be employed to ensure a correct result. 
The method of applying these corrections 
is simple enough, but must be left until 





the next article, which will also illustrate 
how to determine the time when the Sun 
or any planet is in a certain longitude, 
for although this is apparently no more 
than a reversal of the problem described 
in the present article, the same procedure 
cannot easily be followed in the reverse 
order, and accordingly a different method 
must be adopted.

You say that you have been study- 
ing astrology since 1911. The mere 
fact that an aspiring artist studies 
under Rembrandt or da Vinci does 
not necessarily qualify him as great, 
or even as an artist. And if you have 
been a really serious student, 1 can- 
not see how you could have done 
what you HAVE done, which seems 
to me to have been the making of 
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“a fast buck” at the expense of 


astrology and therefore, indirectly, - 


at other astrologers, including my- 
self. 

You say that in writing articles 
for magazines, one has to go by the 
data that is sent to them, and that 
you had nothing to do with knowing 
Janet Leigh’s correct birth-data. I 
beg to differ. A really competent 
astrologer should have contacted 
Janet Leigh at once and VERIFIED 
the birth-data given, and if the data 
were not given, should have specified 
that the “horoscope” was based on 
dubious information, Or better still, 
not have written the “reading” at all. 

You say that you always do your 
best to find out if the birth date is 
correct, and if those who secure it 
can’t get it, then it is too bad. Yes 
indeed — too bad for conscientious 
practice, the good of Astrology and 
those of us who are sincerely trying 
to advance it. Your statement answers 
itself as an admission of slipshodness. 

And you wind up with, “We have 
to take, the chance of getting letters 
like you have written,” which trans- 
lates to me as, “We have to take the 
chance of getting caught if we make 
a mistake.” And you conclude with 
“best wishes.” I wonder! 

I feel pretty unhappy at this sock- 
ing you over the head with a baseball 
bat, and I suppose it’s too much to 
hope that you aren’t furiously angry. 

* But if somebody in my office were to 
try to “get by’ and make a.mistake 
which could help ruin my firm, I 
would do exactly the same.

Anent the discussion on the true 
ascendant (of the U.S.A.) in recent 
issues of American Astrology may 
I quote from C. E. O. Carter's 
Foundations of Astrology: 
Gemini— The affirmation of Gemini 
might be I am interested.

Its inter- 
ests are endless but somewhat super- 
ficial, for, though man has now dis- 
covered his mind and the intelli- 


gibility of things, we are still in the 
Elemental Tetrad, to use W. H. 
Sampson’s adjective, and it is still 
an essentially child-mind. There is, 
for example, no appreciation of 
truth as such; only a revelation that 
things are intelligible and that there 
is an infinite delight in understand- 
ing them. It is, perhaps, essentially 
on a level with the child’s pleasure 
in taking things to pieces to “see 
how they work.” Indeed, in a prim- 
itive specimen of the sign, it is al- 
most a simian curiosity; or the 
“satiable curiosity” of Kipling’s 
baby-elephant. It learns easily but it 
easly forgets, for the motive is still 
that of pleasure; there is no sense 
of duty. Nor is the moral sense yet 
developed. Morality arises in our 
relations with others, and, though 
Gemini as an air sign has its associa- 
tive propensity and actually rules 
one’s near relatives (according to 
tradition), yet it is still highly self- 
centered and is perhaps on an aver- 
age as selfish as its two zodiacal 
predecessors. Its mental activities 
therefore are amoral, and it is well 
known that an affliction in Mercurial 
signs tends to acquisitive dishonesty, 
Gemini thus becoming the not un- 
willing agent of the Taurean desire 
for possession. The mutable factor 
introduces flexibility and a power of 
adaptation that is exactly the reverse 
of the Taurean stability. But the 
mind is equally concerned with the 
objective world. Here is the broad 
difference between Gemini and its 
zodiacal opposite; it is not philo- 
sophical or concerned with abstract 
reasons. It likes to collect facts. /t 
is mind directed towards utilization, 
or just mind enjoying the experience 
of using its own faculties. In matters 
beyond its own scope it is often 
agnostic or even flippant. 

The foregoing seems to prove that 
the Mercurial Gemini is more likely 
to be the true. ascendant than Sagit-

It is our intention herewith to end all 
discussion of the hitherto controversial 
subject of the U. S. Ascendant because 
it is no longer controversial from where 
we sit. To continue further discussion of 
the U. S. Ascendant on the assumption 
that it is still open to question only 
serves to add fuel to the fires of con- 
troversy and perpetuate confusion where 
none necessarily exists in reality. 

For my money Commdr. Wynne set- 
tled this question for all time* when he 
demonstrated the astro-chronological link 
between the founding of Jamestown and 
American Independence. Thus he fur- 
nished the only hitherto missing factor in 
justification of the Gemini Ascendant, 
1.e. a logical historical basis in fact. Ac- 
ceptable as this ascendant might be other- 
wise, the lack of such a factual basis 
was undeniably an obstacle to its com- 
plete acceptance. This factual basis could

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not be found in the events of Inde- 
pendence Day. Certainly no one believed 
without adequate record thereof that the 
founding fathers in concert did anything 
of real import at 3 o’clock in the morning. 
On the other hand, the Gemini chart is 
seen as a natural progressive evolvement 
of an earlier event which bears to the 
latter chart a relationship analogous to 
that of the seed to the budding flower. 
We have a logical basis for believing in 
its validity.

with great trouble. This circum- 
stance; which caused my relations

miduifery, which may well have 
been an advantage to posterity.”

ANSWER: It is a fundamental rule 
in Horary Astrology that the answer to 
any question will be found directly 
through the house that contains the ques- 
tion, i.e., where the problem is there will 
be found the solution to the problem. 
In fact we would go even further and 
identify the problem and its solution, or 
as frequently expressed, “Within every 
problem will be found the key to its 
solution.” Which is tantamount to say- 
ing that within every problem will be 
found its cause. 

Naturally, if a horary question con- 
cerns employment, it must be referred to 
the sixth house. The doubt or indecision 
which has given rise to the question must 
be indicated there or directly connected 
therewith by rulership, otherwise we 
must conclude that it is not a bona fide 
question as stated and therefore there 1s 
really no such problem existent at the 
moment. Of course other houses will con- 
tribute additional information bearing on 
other phases of the problem, i.e., since 
employment—work—necessarily involves 
income (2nd House) and rn A credit 
or professional promotion (10th House), 
or it may involve investment (8th 





House), we will naturally look to those 
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houses for such details. But if the para- 
mount point at issue is employment (a 
job) and the question is properly phrased 
correctly as such, then we must look to 
the sixth house—first—there is mo ques- 
tion about that.

male associates due to employment, health 
or other obstructive factors that literally 
or figuratively keep them from being as 
close (physically or psychologically) as 
they desires Some of you may even have 
to substitute as breadwinner for the 
family, take a part-time job, or move 
in with others in order to reduce ex- 
penses temporarily. Escape from un- 
wanted bonds is unlikely, perhaps be- 
cause of money, religious convictions, or 
even because you just can’t forget duties 
to mate or~dependents. Continued toler- 
ance of the existing emotional or ro- 
mantic situation seems most probable 
even if it falls far short of plans and 
ideals. However, be sure that you do 
remove yourself from any relationship 
that has brought sorrow and suffering 
through maltreatment, non-support, or 
the vices of a partner. You owe it to 
yourself to have a fair and square deal 
...and the sooner you see about getting 
it, the better. Your best chance to detach 
yourself from emotional obligations that 
seem to be taking you up a dead-end 
road is right around your birthday, also 
from March 7th through August 13th, 
while Saturn” re-occupies your Solar 
Eleventh House. This same time may offer 
a chance to form new ties, if desired, 
but be sure you know the work and 
obligations you are walking into! 


Those born after November 15th may 
feel the confining effect of Saturn in the 
12th less, instead of being more or less 
bound up in the increasing responsibilities 
of Saturn in Virgo (your Solar 11th). 
Taking on family responsibilities, busy- 
ing yourself raising children, putting 
down roots through improving your 
home, getting moderate advancement in 
your job field or developing a more stable 
emotional and financial pattern are fa- 
miliar. indications of this transit. Young 
or old may tend to get settled in a 





familiar groove for a long time to come 
starting now. This is particularly true 
if born 1890-91, 1900-01, 1906-07, 
1911-13 or 1920-21. “Those of more ad- 
vanced age — especially those born 
1878-84 — should plan for retirement 
(if they have not already done so), and 
gradually adopt a less rugged home or 
work pattern to conserve health. 

The most confining effects of Saturn 
in the 12th may be experienced by 
those born in October, although almost 
all Scorpios may have ‘to subordinate 
some personal desires in the next 12 
months. Those born in 1878, 1891-92, 
1907-08, 1921, 1930 and maybe 1937 
can have the heaviest service demands 
and personal restrictions to cope with. 
Some psychological reorientation may be 
necessary for those born in 1898 through 
about 1910; they must learn a new role 
in the family or community, find new 
work and values, new areas of influence 
that help in this reorientation. This 
applies also to the younger Scorpios born 
from about 1910 to 1925 since the burden 
of world events (whether they under- 
stand the role they play or not) can again 
catch them up in its pattern. Scorpios 
born in the late 1920’s and 30’s may be 
touched even more directly. As a matter 
of fact, it can be a rare Scorpio who 
won't have to pull in his belt a notch 
to meet ‘the challenge of these crucial 
days of service and more service! 


Neptune 

You must not forget the long-term 
transit of Neptune also in your Solar 
Twelfth (since 1942), especially since 
Saturn is re-sparking its subtle influence 
in the days ahead. Since these two planets 
are of contrary nature — Neptune the 
concealer, Saturn the exposer — a variety 
of unusual possibilities may be deduced 
here. 

At its best, their joint-influence may 
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make it possiblé for you to sublimate 
repressed drives, emotions or even in- 
feriorities in private endeavors (study, 
arts, music, sports, even manual labor) 
or in service to a meaningful group, cause 
or ideal. In the latter connection, there 
may be the desire to associate with impor- 
tant movements, medical or other rehabili- 
tative labors or do other work that is 
important to the community or the indi- 
viduals of which it is composed. Devel- 
oping connections may accent the so- 
called hidden, secret or out-of-sight. You 
may be interested in the probing and 
exploratory side of this (investigation, 
research, exploration; technical mastery 
of the elements, the workings of man or 
even the occult). You might be called 
upon to handle that which must be con- 
cealed, those who must be confined, those 
matters which must be kept undercover, 
suppressed or even “top secret.” Previous 
interests and background may be indica- 
tive of which sort of opportunities you 
might be able to attract. Even those of 
you whose past experience or education 
apparently limits potentials now may find 
your niche in one of the more plebeian 
occupations, even doing work that others 
might avoid because of the unpleasant 
or sordid element, working conditions 
or chores involved. You Scorpios aren't 
“finicky” when the goal or profit that 
lures call for some stooping to conquer! 

In its least advantageous expression 
the joint workings of these two planets 
might make for involvements with indi- 
viduals or groups which work contrary 
to law, social or political ideals of the 
community. If past connections could 
steer you into any sort of underworld 
operations, vice, underground political 
movements or illegal work of any kind 
you'd better sever these associations now 
because it won’t be long before Saturn 
catches up with Neptune... .! Incidentally, 
since Neptune has been in Libra since 
1942, it may be that any past habits, 
associations or mistakes (obscured or 
undetected as you might think) can be 
brought into the light of day for judg- 
ment. 

For some of you Scorpio natives, this 
can accent the problems of health and 
service as discussed previously under 
Saturn. Confinement, connection with 
hospitals, sanitariums, medical centers, 
psychiatric institutes, welfare agencies, 
relief bureaus, places of correction or 











rehabilitation for youthful natives, can 
be a possibility, particularly if the past 
years or months have given rise to that 
possibility — for good or ill. Those who 
(knowingly or unknowingly) have let 
chronic ills or behavior patterns of a 
physically or morally unwholesome na- 
ture get a grip on you may be required 
to get treatment, perhaps over’an ex- 
tended period. Scorpio is inclined to let 
ailments and needed remedial treatment 
slide as long as he is able to get around, 
but this can mean paying for years of 
medical or dental neglect. Don’t ignore 
warning signals or let current ills go 
undiagnosed; you can’t take chances 
now! 

Scorpios who are primarily affected by 
Neptune in the next twelve months are 
those born between November 8th-14th; 
others may be to a lesser extent. Interest 
in unusual movements, studies, spheres 
of business opportunity or service to 
national or local government is more 
likely for those born in 1905-10; those 
with special talents may find greater ease 
of self-expression, greater recompense in 
this also. Health warnings are up for all 
those mentioned previously under Saturn 
and perhaps those born 1887-89 and 
1930-32, as well. Many of the younger 
generation, particularly those born from 
1924-30, may feel the joint Saturn-Nep- 
tune influence as a disorganizing, delay- 
ing set of conditions that affects their 
age group as a whole. Individually, how- 
ever, there may be chances to widen the 
viewpoint through study, travel and per- 
sonal experiences of an unusual nature. 

Uranus 

This year Uranus plunges well into 
the Solar Ninth House. Uranus promises 
change, adventure, variety and _ excite- 
ment — a welcome tonic to the spirits if 
Neptune-Saturn seems to bind you over- 
much! Certainly, it can be true that your 
range of activity may gradually be limited 
in the next 12 months. But this needn’t 
mean that you cannot replace one kind 
of adventure with another. Those of you 
who are tied down to jobs or responsi- 
bilities (or hindered by health, ex- 
ternal circumstances) from the active life 
you crave can find there are just as 
many fascinating possibilities awaiting 
discovery where you are as lie beyond 
the horizon. Look into yourself and the 
world about you; follow up urges to 
learn more about technical subjects, out- 
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of-the-way pursujts, inventions, occult- 
ism or other Oddities that fill the bill for 
a bored, yet curious mind., Where pos- 
sible, get in on the ground floor of the 
new sciences, businesses, technical trades 
of the decade that can be mushrooming 
up everywhere. 

Some of you may need to escape 
from the cloistered life that home circum- 
stances now decree. Perhaps you can find 
the camaraderie you seek through join- 
ing clubs, sharing a new hobby, taking 
part in political activity of your commu- 
nity or even through part-time volunteer 
services to welfare or other organizations. 
What any lonely person needs more than 
escape from circumstances is escape from 
oneself! If you can learn the trick 
of focussing your mind on people, sub- 
jects or situations outside of your own 
orbit you'll be insuring- yourself peace 
of mind through the seemingly most con- 
fining circumstances fate can throw your 
way. 

Others may discover that they ac- 
tually are finding adventure beyond the 
usual horizons. This, as might be ex- 
pected, is more apt for members of the 
armed. forces, but it also applies to any 
who follow pursuits where investigation, 
travel, experiment, exploration, construc- 
tion (or demolition) or special technical 
proficiencies can take them far afield. This 
includes many born under Scorpio! Lastly, 
there are those to whom this can mean 
an increased- work output, stepped-up 
daily routine, growing expansion in the 
family (especially through children, 
grandchildren, etc.), and an awakening 
interest in what’s going on.in their com- 
munity or even in the world. Women 
may tend to feel the actual adventure 
promised here more through the males 
to whom they are attached than through 
themselves. 

This year, Scorpios born from late 
October through November 8th get the 
maximum effect of this Uranus transit. 
Those born later in November have yet 
to experience the main changes evidenced, 
but it can indicate trends, potentials and 
the means to new, invigorating living. 
The best income.or professional opportu- 
nities are possible for Scorpios born 
1902-10, especially if they are eager to 
try new fields or link interests with big 
firms, industries, military or government 
groups. Personal life, emotional situa- 





1920-28 — now’s the time to increase 
the family, seek greater job opportunity. 
The most adventurous possibilities await 
the ones born 1894, 1906, 1918 or 1930 
since they might be able to capitalize on 
unusual talents or luck elements. Again, 
those born from about 1916 on through 
the early thirties as a group may be 
those who really have to hustle to main- 
tain existing security — especially Scor- 
pios born after 1929! 

Jupiter 

Jupiter plays an increasingly unim- 
portant role in the year ahead. Until 
December Ist of 1950, it continues to 
occupy your Solar Fourth: this is the 
most important. Aim here at getting your 
domestic situation, your family or ro- 
mantic relationships “set” for some time 
to come; break any existing employment 
deadlocks or strive for desired advance- 
ment: after this time, there isn’t much 
chance to move around on your own 
initiative. 

You might as well enjoy what you 
have and where you are while Jupiter 
transits your Solar 5th (from December 
Ist to April 25th). Income can be con- 
sistent and there might even be chances 
for extra profit through speculative win- 
nings, favorable legal settlements, gifts, 
bequests, etc. These five months also 
can bring the most social opportunities 
and the pleasantest relationships, ro- 
mances or affiliations to clubs or recrea- 
tional groups. Grasp chances to join 
organizations, expand physical or mental 
horizons, capitalize on latent talents, 
abilities to exploit, publicize, or drama- 
tize yourself or your capacities. The ease 
and pleasure engendered here may be felt 
strongly by those born 1891, 1899, 1903,

After April 25th, Jupiter moves on 
into your Solar 6th. From this time on, 
there can. be a growing concern with the 
“essentials” of work, health, study or 
service in general — accented more after 
mid-August when Saturn again enters 
your 12th house. Gradual subordination 
of ambitions, willingness to .see things 
through is demanded after this . time. 
Occupational shifts, bearing with the 
problems ‘of self, family or others are 
demanded particularly of those born 
1892, 1898, 1903, 1910 or 1921, although 
setbacks and slowups may be the prelude 
to an easier, more expansive period just 
ahead.

NOVEMBER: See Your Weekly 
Guide on page 87 for a forecast of this 
very vital month. 


DECEMBER: Buckle down this 
month to the new work, service tasks 
and responsibilities of life without shirk- 
ing.

OCTOBER: You may feel hemmed 
in by people or circumstances as this 
twelve month cycle draws to a close. Be 
sure that you are getting enough rest, 
looking to alleviate domestic, health or 
working conditions that are putting you 
under any sort of pressure. Get equip 
ment, subordinates or helpers to relieve 
you, medical aid in combatting ills. Find 
what spare-time pleasure you can through 
books, hobbies, avocations or pursuits 
that take you out of yourself and your 
narrowing orbit of daily associations (till 
the 23rd). Right around the start of your 
birth-month (24th of October) there’s 
a slight pickup, more chance for pleas- 
urable social or romantic associations, 
some respite from the daily grind. If you 
can learn here how to work in harness 
without becoming a slave-driver to your- 
self or others this can mean a lot more 
personal happiness and contentment in 
the year ahead. 
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Tue favorable aspect-cycles which ap- 
peared during the last part of October 
carry over into the early days of Novem- 
ber 1950. Particularly around the 2nd, 
3rd (3 aspects), 5th, and 6th. Other 
favorable dates are around the 16th, 
20th, 23rd, 24th, 25th, and 27th,. but 
these may be overwhelmed by the bear 
forces listed below. jupiter is in orb of 
the slightly favorable 150 degree angle to 
Saturn all month with the closest contact, 
(0 degrees 39 seconds) around the 14th. 
Saturn makes the slightly favorable 36 
degree aspect to Pluto on the 24th. But 
these are low-powered cycles, and from 
a review of past dates when similar situ- 
ations prevailed, it is doubtful if any 
strongly bullish irifluence can be con- 
nected with their appearance. It is more 
like having a balmy bit of weather, as a 
backgreund for sharper, more powerful 
storm-signals. 


The dates when unfavorable aspect 
cycles and parallels between the planets 
mature are the 5th, 13th, 17th (2), 18th 
(2), 19th, 20th (2), 23rd (2), 26th (2), 
27th (2), and 30th. These dates include 
Mercury, Venus, Sun, etc., but exclude 
the fast-moving ‘Moon. The maturities 
are in right ascension. Something like 
dropping a rubber ball, and watching it 
bounce up and down, several times, before 
it comes to rest—this is one way of visu- 
alizing the path of the market averages, 
as drawn on a sheet of paper, from the 
top of one bull market to the bottom of 
the following bear market, weeks, nonths, 
or years later. The first bounce of the 
rubber ball brings it quite a distance back 
to the height where it started—but not all 
the way The second hounce brings it back

not as high as the first bounce — and each 
one a bit lower until the ball comes to rest 
with no bounce at all. We can’t draw the 
comparison too fine, but in these next 
critical months, until the final low comes, 
that is scheduled by planetary forces 
around 1952, maybe early 1953, the curve 
of the averages may be expected to ap- 
proximate such a pattern. 


There is a cluster of sensitive aspects 
on the bear side around the 17th to the 
21st of November, 1950. Mars is in oppo- 
sition to Uranus on the 17th, and makes 
the friction-angle of 135 degrees to Pluto 
on the 18th. Venus squares Pluto on the 
18th. The fast moving Mercury, often a 
catalyst-translator-of-light, parallels Pluto 
on the 19th, then Uranus on the 20th, and 
Mars on the 23rd, all this emphasizing 
the orb of the parallel which these three 
heavier planets are making to each other. 
Mars and Uranus will close their parallel 
to the perfect contact on the 30th. The 
Sun makes the square to Pluto, by right 
ascension, on the 20th, and the next day 
Pluto stands still, then turns retrograde 
in apparent motion in the sky. When a 
faster moving planet, as the Sun in this 
case, makes any important angle with a 
planet that is almost standing still as 
Pluto will be doing, the implications of 
‘he aspect, good or bad, are underlined. 
The month ends with Sun square Jupiter 
on the 26th, and Mars making a trans- 
lation of light between them, with a 45 
degree angle to Jupiter on the 26th, and 
45 degrees to the Sun on the 27th. Some- 
thing like getting inside a tight spot, and 
pushing both ways. Mars will be right 
down the center of this Sun-Jupiter 
square, with explosive power. 
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On the 6th Mars makes its maximum 
declination South, 24 degrees, 45 minutes, 
29 seconds. A planet at its maximum 
declination, either North or South, often 
shows its power strongly. In May 1940 
Mars was maximum North. The market 
had its jolting perpendicular drop with 
the fall of France in World War II. 
Dow-Jones Industrials had closed on 
April 8, 1940 at $151.29. They collapsed 
in 46 days to $113.94 on May 24th, a loss 
of 24.69 percent. The DJ Rails lost 39.99 
percent in the 45 days from April 6th, 
$32.08, to $22.14 on May 2ist. 


Another illustration of Mars maximum 
declination, this time South, was in Sep- 
tember 1937. Traders will remember that 
spring and summer, when the market 
topped out the rise which had begun from 
a low in July 1934 of $85.51 in the DJ 
Industrials, and $27.31 low on the Rails, 
made in March 1935. The extreme tops 
of 1937 were made in March, but the 
market held up fairly well, Industrials 
particularly, until August. The diagram 
of the daily closing averages from Au- 
gust 14th to the low for the year on 
November 24th reminds one of that 
bouncing rubber ball comparison. DJ In- 
dustrials sank from $190.02 on this 14th 
of August to $113.64 on November 24th, 
a total markdown of 40% —there had 
been short rallies in this episode, as in 
any declining market, but these are final 
figures. Rails collapsed 46% from $54.13 
to $29.15 in the same time. 


Fortunately not all Mars maximum 
declination dates show up as severely as 
these. One may conclude that when the 
conditions are right for the bear side, and 
other cycles signal such a move, the Mars 
position helps tip the human emotions 
which are shown on tape action. In 1950 
this Mars position comes one day before 
our election of Tuesday, November 7th. 
Whatever may happen, if the market 
shows surprise in the days following, it 


- will be’ blamed on the election, as in No- 


vember 1948. But it is in the stars, that 
we may expect a focus of bear cycles, 
and a slow-down of bullish indicators, 
around this time. Under these cosmic 
influences, WHAT is done by human 
beings will make history. One party 
remaining in power, or another coming 
into office will make this difference—the 
handling of the affairs will be different. 
Regardless of who wins, and with all the 


earnest, honest effort that we pray will be 
devoted to our local and national prob- 
lems of war and peace, we have stormy 
weather ahead, economically, and nothing 
can stop the stars in their courses, as they 
tick out the timetable of these critical 
months. 


Moon maximum North dates are Octo- 
ber 30, 1950, so close that it may carry 
over into November. Another maximum 
North on the 26th, and a maximum South 
on the 12th. These are always good points 
to watch, for a possible turning point in 
market activity, or increased action in the 
trend of the averages. Moon-Saturn days 
are the 6th — Monday before the elec- 
tion, with Mars maximum South on the 
same day, noted above. Next Moon- 
Saturn days are three Sundays in a 
row, the 12th, 19th, and 26th. It can be 
that the bearish Moon-Saturn indicators 
will be lost this month, for any definite 
showing on tape action. In contrast, 
put a strong Moon-Saturn aspect during 
market hours, and watch the results. A 
recent illustration is Tuesday, August 
15th, as Moon made the conjunction- 
occultation to Saturn at 3:10 P.M. EDST, 
just 10 minutes after the market closed. 
Mercury had been conjunction Saturn 
at 10:00 in the morning, and Moon had 
been parallel Saturn at 11:38 A.M., all 
bear influence. While 52 stocks did make 
new highs, and 6 made new lows for the 
year, the volume slacked off to 1,330,000 
shares, and the. averages hardly budged. 
DJ Industrials closed unchanged, Rails 
were up 2¢, and Utilities added only 21¢ 
for the day. 


Moon-Jupiter bullish days are Satur- 
day the 4th for a doubtful opposition, 
too early for market hours. Wednesday 
the 8th Moon is both trine and parallel 
Jupiter during market hours. If the ini- 
tial reaction to the election is pleasant, 
this favorable Jupiter position could help. 
The sextile comes on Sunday the 12th, 
tangled with the Moon square Saturn that 
same day. The favorable conjunction 
comes too late on the 16th for market 
hours. Another sextile on the 21st, after 
market hours, and the trine on Sunday 
evening the 26th, tangled with Saturn 
again. The new Moon on the 9th holds 
Jupiter strong in the 10th house of the 
lunation chart, as erected for Washing- 
ton. An inflationary position. One feels 
that things are contradictory, when he 
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finds bear cycles and inflationary indica- 
tors so mixed. It is truly a scrambled 
economy that we shall see, with many 
uncertainties. 


In such uncertainties, it is worth noting 
the quick turn-around that we see in the 
market averages on crisis days. The most 
recent was July 13th, when DJ Indus- 
trials sank to a closing low of $197.46, 
teeter-tottered jerkily for three trading 
days that followed, then took off for the 
almost uninterrupted fivé week rise to this 
present writing, August 21, 1950. Indus- 
trials have closed today at $220.21, with 
an intra-day high of $222.12. Associated 
Press commented last Friday that the 
market’s persistent strength during the 
past five weeks is beginning to “raise a 
few eyebrows” in the financial district. 
AP continues that prices have hurdled 
such barriers as the prospect of higher 
corporate and personal taxes, and the ex- 
cess profits tax, with congressional delays 
on war legislation, and over it all a deep 
tone of uncertainty over what is to be 
expected of the economy in the next few 
months. The student will note this fas- 
cinating confirmation of the timing in 
planetary aspect cycles— the fine-fav- 
orable Jupiter trine Uranus matured on 
the last day of July, carried over into 
August, and was right on time with this 
rally from the July 13th lows. (Note too 
that July 13th was a Moon maximum 
declination date!) Note that the rally con- 
tinues right through to the slightly favor- 
able Saturn 72 degree aspect to Uranus 
on August 18th — mentioned in this col- 
umn for the August story. When things 
are on the upgrade in the market, every 
bit added is just that much more icing on 
the cake. It is fascinating to watch such a 
buildup over the weeks. Just like flowers 
growing in a beautiful garden! Some- 
times one would dare to wish that there 
never would be a Fall and Winter in 
economic affairs! But as surely as day 
and night, we see alternation in Nature, 
and in man’s reaction to natural influ- 
ences, as shown in market movements. 


Another feature that tends to make 
these crisis days, and quick turn-arounds 
in the averages, is the “thin” floating sup- 
ply of some of the most active and popu- 
lar issues. Blue Chips are held for in- 
come by the public, and by the growing 
investment trusts, insurance companies, 
and other trust funds. Many of these 








represent the collective power of small 
individual investors, and policyholders, 
Such corporate holdings have a very low 
inertia, they are slow to come on the 
market. Managers of such funds have 
their finest advisory services, they do not 
buy or sell on impulse. This leaves the 
floating supply of such stock, to be 
marked down or bid up, according to the 
passing mood of the public. For example, 
U. S. Steel Common made a new high in 
1950, on Friday August 18th, at 
3834ths, and closed at this figure. Only 
56,400 shares of “x” traded that day at 
all prices, (opened 2714, and low 3714), 
to touch this high for the year, and lead 
the parade of the 10 most. active stocks 
for the day. But U.S. Steel had 26,109,- 
756 shares listed. The day’s turnover was 
slightly over 2 out of 1000 shares, 
1/500th of the total stock held some- 
where, by someone. The other 499/500ths 
did not participate in the day’s action. 
One can feel a warm glow of content, 
when his own stocks make new highs like 
that — but it is well to remember the 
difference between paper profits, and 
money in the bank. The same thin daily 
supply (in proportion) that can mark 
up a stock — any stock — in active trad- 
ing, can pull the props out from under 
it on the way down. 


Talking with an experienced trader 
two weeks ago, with all this business, 
political and economic adjustment, and 
preparation for the Korean War, and a 
possible World War III, we were dis- 
cussing the types of stocks that are show- 
ing strength. Products of the earth — 
oils, natural gas, minerals and chemicals, 
gold, nonferrous metals are some he 
named. He commented that these stocks 
with careful selection seem good inflation 
hedges. They do not cost for storage, 
while still in the earth. He suggested that 
gold is the poor Cinderella of the group, 
at this time. He does feel that gold stocks 
may be the big surprise some day — how 
soon? — he does not know. When they 
do come to life again, he said there may 
be no advance notice. Over night, or over 
some weekend he confidently expects 
some event, or some official announce- 
ment that will set gold shares booming 
again. He is patient, and willing to wait.

Ar the time of writing, the position in 
Korea, after being stabilized to some ex- 
tent, is once more critical. 

Interest has tended to shift to Formosa 
and the danger of a Sino-American con- 
flict. This is very real, as we shall show. 
The main danger, as we have stressed 
since we began these articles, lies for the 
present astrological year in the Far East. 
The entry of Saturn into Libra (on 
November 20th) is probably bad for 
China, except that it may exercise a re- 
straining influence upon her; but it does 
not necessarily follow that it will be good 
for the nations of the free world. We 
shall indeed have much to say about 
Saturn in Libra, as its influence begins 
to make itself felt. 

Any interferente with Oriental nations 
tends to arouse resentment in the East 
nowadays ; and China, if she could in any 
way pose as their champion against the 
West, would rally much oriental sym- 
pathy to her side even amongst nations 
that do not share the politics of her pres- 
ent rulers. 

It is a pity that neither Pakistan nor 
India has seen fit to send even a token 
force to Korea. Such an act would have 
meant much from the standpoint of UNO 
solidarity and those.Indian and Pakistan 
corps that are composed of men born and 
bred in the foothills of the Himalayas 
would have rendered as good an account 
of themselves in the mountains of Korea 
as they did in Abyssinia in the recent 
war. But the British raj, for good or ill, 
is no more, and the regiments that were 
famous in the days of the Anglo-Indian 
army remain at home. 





A small British contingent landed in 
Korea on the very day that Mars was in 
transit, by opposition, to its place in the 
British horoscope. 


November Lunation 
We come now to the lunation horo- 
scopes for November. 











NEW MOON 
November 9, 1950, 6:25 P. M. 
Washington, D.C. 


This is, unfortunately, a map of war- 
like character, for the place of the luna- 
tion, or “locus,” is in 17 :00 Scorpio, with 
Venus a degree behind, and this falls in 
close opposition to President Truman’s 
Sun 18:40 Taurus and Neptune 20:41 
Taurus, and in square to his Mars 17:13 
Leo. 

Mars 2:47 Capricorn is almost exactly 
opposed to Venus 2:23 Cancer (or there- 
abouts) in the U. S. A. figure. 
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Hence it seems highly probable that 
November will see an extension of the 
hostilities in the Far East. 

This will have the most regrettable 
consequences and would assuredly be a 
signal triumph for the Communist world. 

The position of Mars in the map of 
the Chinese People’s Republic is about 
15 Leo, and therefore in close conjunc- 
tion with the American President’s Mars. 

It will be observed that the above 
horoscope also shows Pluto close to the 
nadir, in itself a none too pleasing fea- 
ture. One must derive what comfort one 
can from the presence of Jupiter in the 
10th house with a weak sextile to Mars. 

This is a map which screams a message 
pleading for caution and restraint on the 
part of the U. S. A. State Department 
and military chiefs; but, since they are 
presumably unacquainted with astrology 
and not likely to read either my writings 
or those of any other students of our 
science, the message will presumably be 
unheard. 

The lunation falls in opposition to 
Neptune in the British map. 

As regards the Congressional elections, 
an Englishman must be forgiven if it 
seems to him that the question which con- 
fronts the free world is not so much 
which party will govern, but whether, in 
the next few years, we shall lose the 
right to elect any governments at all. Or 
whether, at any rate in some parts of the 
world, there wil! be any electors left to go 
to the polls! 

Here, however, astrology appears able 
to offer genuine consolation. The U. S. A. 
horoscope hardly admits of definite de- 
feat and overthrow by anyone; but it does 
seem as if this generation will see the 
square of Saturn in that figure to the 
Cancer planets “work” as it has never 
worked before. 

One can see the symbolism so clearly— 
Saturn, Russia;: Cancer, China. And if 
the Cancer bodies are in the 2nd house, 
as I believe them to be (as do many, per- 
haps most, American astrologers), then 
one can feel pretty sure that in the ulti- 
mate analysis the danger to America is 
economic rather than military. 

Truman’s natus is, as we have often 
said, a pretty good one to look at, what- 
ever one’s politics. The elections will 
probably not seriously shake his position ; 
but they will scarcely help him. 





It is good thit Pluto is now at long last 
quitting his radical Mars, though it re- 
turns very near to it next April, being 
then stationary in Leo 17:24, only 11 
from it. 

Neptune crosses his (putative) ascend- 
ant in October, and unfortunately returns 
to it next June, when it has a station, in 
16:45 Libra, at the end of that month. 

Full Moon 

Next, the full moon figure. 











FULL MOON

The veriest tyro in astrology can per- 
ceive the dangers inherent in this figure. 

Mars, which actually opposed Uranus 
on the 18th of the month—a most critical 
day—is within half a degree of the 
ascendant and has a close semisquare to 
Jupiter, always a rather dangerous con- 
tact. It is also square Neptune and op- 
position Uranus, though neither of these 
is very near. 

Mars is opposed to radical Sun of the 
U. S. A. horoscope and square Saturn 
therein, by less than 1°. 

I cannot escape the conclusion that the 
month now under discussion will be an 
historic one in the annals of the United 
States. May U. S. statesmen rise to the 
occasion ! 

By far the best indication, from our 
point of view, appears to me to be 
Truman’s directions. I pin my faith to 
them, at least for the next two or three 
years. Unlike almost every other map of 
mundane importance that I have cast, 
they seem to be better in 1952 than in. 
1950 and 1951; but of course allowance 
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always has to be made for possible errors 
in the exact time of birth. I use the recti- 
fication that yields an ascendant of 17 
Libra and am pretty confident that this is 
not far off, but I confess it is tempting 
to make his progressed ascendant come 
to the opposition of Saturn in 1952—that 
would fit into the general pattern of 
future events. It would mark the climac- 
teric point as between U. S. A. and 
Russia. 

Progressed Mars comes to the con- 
junction of Uranus radical and progres- 
sed in 1954-1955. Whether he will then 
still be politically important, is another 
matter. In view of the nature of this con- 
tact, perhaps it would be better if he 
were not. But his progressed Sun is 
approaching radical Jupiter in the 10th, 
reaching exactitude in January 1956. A 
very pleasant sort of prospect with which 
to begin the seventies. 


Chiang Kai-Shek 

A few words may be devoted to 
Chiang Kai-Shek. He seems to be coming 
to the front again, perhaps because his 
ascendant is said to be in or about 28 
Aquarius, so that Jupiter has been help- 
ing him by transit. He also has progressed 
Venus to progressed Jupiter in the offing. 

Apart from that his directions spell 
plenty of trouble. Readers who possess 
an ephemeris for 1888 are advised to 
glance—no more than a glance is needed 
—at the sort of aspects that prevail in 
the first seven days of January, 1888. He 
was born “about 2 p.m.” on October 31, 
1887, 29°42’ N., 121°27’ E., so that his 
progressed horoscope has now reached 
around January 2, 1888. 

In the fall of 1953 he has Sun square 
progressed Mars, which is bad enough. 
But it falls in 14°42’ Libra in his 8th 
house, and his radical Uranus is in 14°42’ 
of that sign. 

This is a dangerous signal of great 
significance. He is now, and during the 
intervening years will be, passing through 
a period of dire peril, and in greater 
danger of violent death under peculiarly 
tragic circumstances.* 


Lessons from Royalty 


The times of birth of royal personages 
are usually recorded and published, which 
is the reason that I find it convenient to 
refer to them as examples of various 
astrological rules. One is not liable to 
have doubts cast upon the authenticity of 
the maps of this kind that one uses. 

King Farouk of Egypt exemplifies my 
belief that the predominant sex of one’s 
children depends upon the Moon-position 
of the parents, and not upon the 5th 
house, as the text-books say. 

His trouble, which seems to be involv- 
ing him in serious political difficulties, is 
that he has had three girl-children and 
no boys. We do not know anything of his 
wife’s horoscope; but he himself has the 
Moon in a female sign (Scorpio), and 
therefore, unless he weds a woman with 
the Moon in a male sign, he will always 
tend to have girl children. If he does 
marry a woman with the Moon in a male 
sign, then there is a good chance of 
roughly even results, so far as this second 
marriage goes. If he marries a woman 
with the Moon in a negative sign, then 
the odds will always be against a male 
child. 

This rule seems to me pretty reliable 
and only fails when the Moon is strongly 
affected by Uranus, a planet that often 
exactly reverses what would be expected, 
were he not in the picture. 

Farouk’s case is interesting because he 
has the Sun and Mercury in Aquarius 
in the 5th, the Sun being, in fact, right 
on the 5th cusp in a male sign. Tradition- 
ally, this would mean boys. 

He was born at Cairo, at 10 p.m., 
standard time, February 11, 1920. As- 
cendant: 19 Libra, M.C.: 20 Cancer. 

His Saturn is opposed to Uranus in 
the Egyptian horoscope, which also has 
Neptune on his Jupiter; and although his 
nativity is not precisely catastrophic, it 
would seem that his reign may end 
suddenly. 

Following is given the nativity of Prince 
Baudouin. He was born 3:25 p.m., 
G.M.T., September 7, 1930, Brussels. 





%In any case a period of transition, during which 
a series of violent reversals will eventually threaten 
disaster to his hopes, plans and projects culminating 
in a complete and final deStruction of all he has in 
the past so painstakingly constructed (probably when 
the aspect culminates in 1953). At that point his prog- 
ress on his chosen path of destiny may be brought 
to a sudden halt by an explosive turn of events. As 
when. a bridge is blown up in the path of an ad- 
vancing army, a vital link in his life line is destroyed. 
What adds poignancy to this situation is that the 


generalissimo himself is more than likely to be out 
on that Bridge. Mr. Carter also calls attention to the 
fact Chiang’s Saturn and MacArthur’s Sun are in 
close opposition, and we agree that the general might 
as well know that he has little to gain through this 


association but then it may be that MacArthur knows 
this quite well already and therefore actually expects 
little if anything from that source. It is our sonal 
opinion that so far MacArthur has man do 
quite well with very ‘ittle help from anyone.

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Nativity of 
Prince Baudouin 


It will be obvious to all astrologers that 
this is a difficult map, in a personal sense, 
to say the least of it. The close opposition 
of a rising Saturn to Mars, with Mercury 
in square to both, indicates this clearly 
enough. True, the opposition of the Moon 
to Neptune “mediates” this T square, and 
Venus is trine Mars, sextile Saturn; but 
these are not enough, by any means, to 
prevent serious dangers to health of body 
and mind. One would call it an unhappy 
map, and one where unhappiness might 
drive the native to precipitate and ill- 
judged acts. Again, there is the close 
square of Jupiter to Uranus, which has 
recently had the transits of Neptune. 

Now characteristically, the progressed 
M.C. is square Neptune, and the pro- 
gressed Sun is going to square Saturn 
and Mars in 1952, when the native, like 
his father and grandfather, may be driven 
from his throne under the impact of war 
or revolution—1952 once again. 

The fact that the M.C. is sextile Sun, 
trine Jupiter, both virtually exact, is the 
best feature. It has perhaps been the fac- 
tor that indicates accession to the throne; 
perhaps it may restore him to it. 

In 1951 Uranus will transit radical 
Mars, for the last time in this series. 

Note that the Part of Fortune is -con- 
junction Mars.

The ascending degree, 25 Libra, is 


close to that of King George, her grand- 
father. , 

Libra rising, with Sun in 10th in Leo, 
seems to indicate a pleasant and kindly 
nature, not without dignity, but the 
almost precise conjunction of Mercury 
and Saturn in Virgo 18:42 and 18:50 
respectively, with Moon as near as Vitgo 
14:14, would seem to imply a good deal 
of shyness and possibly some tendency to 
hesitancy in speech, through lack of self- 
confidence. 

Mars is.in the Ist in Scorpio, semi- 
square both Mercury and Saturn and 
square the ruler Venus, but it is also trine 
Jupiter and Uranus. 

The mental development may well be 
slow, but she will have a very serious 
turn of mind, at least in later years. 

Not the sort of horoscope that denotes 
any likehood of her being dispossessed 
of her position and inheritance; still less 
is it a tragic map, such as those of the 
unhappy children of the Czar. I see no 


sign of Bolshevist triumph here, nor in . 


the natus of her brother.

ANSWER: Neptune, the ruler of your 
seventh house of marriage and relation- 
ships, is placed in Gemini in your tenth 
house, in square to your rising Mercury 
in Virgo and in opposition to your fourth 
house Saturn. The dual-bodied nature of 
this planet’s control over your seventh- 
house affairs is emphasized by your Moon 
in Gemini, and Pluto and your South 
Node also in this sign.

Underneath her dominat- 
ing manner she is overly sensitive and 
easily crushed, but she is too proud to let 
anyone know how she feels — not even 
her mother. There has seemed to be no 
way the mother could manage her, and 
her father gave up trying to impress her 
one way or another. 

It is necessary to go back ,into the life 
of this little one, almost from the begin- 
ning of conception, in order to astro- 
psychoanalyze the problem, for the ex- 
perience of the beautiful star-mother dur-

ing the months previous to the birth of 
her baby is told in the child’s horoscope. 

It is interesting to trace certain com- 
plexes in the child’s nature which tend to 
explain something of the struggles the 
mother had experienced during preg- 
nancy. For after many years of research 
in the astrological field it has been found 
that the mother impresses her child in 
various ways during the pre-natal period. 
If she studies her child with unbiased at- 
tention she will observe many of the 
inner qualms she had during that period, 
such as fear, hatred, strife, strong inner 
doubts, the urge for freedom and sexual 
emotions. These are all told in the chart 
of the child. It is a strange thing, but 
these emotions seem to be forgotten as 
soon as the baby arrives.

as she knows the problems and can view 
them from their source. 

In order to bring this problem out so 
that we can clearly understand it, let us 
check the mother’s chart during that year. 
We note the progressed planets of Venus, 
Sun, Moon Mercury and Saturn are 
grouped together in the Water Triplicity 
of Pisces, trine the ruler, natal Neptune 
in Cancer. These planets are also forming 
a conjunction with natal Saturn and Mars 
—a very strong emotional configuration. 

On the day of the baby’s birth, tran- 
siting Sun, Saturn, Venus with Mercury 


were very close in orb, making a conjunc- 


tion with natal Neptune in Cancer in 
the Mother’s horoscope. On that day 
transiting Neptune was in Libra forming 
a square aspect to these planets. 

We will study Neptune first, as it is 
here we see dreams that can only end up 
in dreams, or dreams that will come true, 
as fascinating and aesthetic Neptune en- 
hances the emotions and brings to the 
fore a creative desire for personal devel- 
opment, in this case, the musical and 
artistic sense. People who are responsive 
to the vibrations of this mysterious planet 
cannot explain their feelings, but incline 
to take on the influence of surrounding 
conditions. A well aspected Neptune rep- 
resents inspiration, while an adverse 
aspect produces emotions that run into 
extremes that give vague imaginations. 
The emotions are peculiar, for the native 
usually directs his thoughts towards some 
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invisible and intangible end. Naturally, 
this influence must be directed along 
channels that are constructive. It is an 
unreliable sway. Both mother and daugh- 
ter have Neptune heavily afflicted with 
prominent planets. They seem to be chal- 
lenged to take this interesting and difficult 
path that leads to the higher artistic 
world, for the combination brought out 
in the Comparison Chart gives a more 
positive force to this negative sway. 

Neptune in Libra in the child’s chart is 
in conjunction with the Moon in the 
Mother’s horoscope. As Neptune and the 
Moon have a similar influence the Libran 
qualities of loveliness will be expressed in 
the soft rhythmic beauty in all their inter- 
ests and activities. Neptune in the emo- 
tional sign of Cancer in the mother’s 
chart falls in conjunction with the Sun, 
Venus, Saturn and Mercury (aspected 
very near to Saturn) in the child’s chart, 
again bringing out the harmonious quali- 
ties for emotional artistic achievement. 
This mother and child make a wonderful 
combination in the field of beauty and the 
arts. Taken alone, neither of them will 
continue in this special line of work, for 
the negative side of Neptune would be 
expressed, but together much can be said 
and the mother has it in her hands to 
bring about a very interesting lifé for 
both of them. 

As we checked the horoscope of this 
star-mother during the pre-natal period, 
we found the progressed planets of that 
year in position and aspect as the very 
same planets that are so prominant in the 
baby’s chart. In the mother’s natal chart 
the aspects of these planets are adverse, 
but during this year the progressed plan- 
ets were in good aspect, yet they are ad- 
verse in the child’s chart. The beneficial 
progression brought the mother success, 
but what kind of an impression did she 
make on her child’s psyche? 

Evidently, she did not impress the re- 


lief she felt in successful achievement, 
nor was she particularly happy, other- 
wise the planets would not be in an ad- 
verse aspect in the child’s chart. Astrolo- 
gers interpret planets in a square aspect 
as “effort,” “stress,” and the urge to 
“force issues.” Did she feel the necessity 
to force issues — was fear hidden behind 
her wonderful personality and clear 
strong voice? Why is Neptune, the planet 
of influence that is indefinable, so promi- 
nent in their chart? 

The child’s horoscope is very interest- 
ing, for with Sagittarius rising and Jupi- 
ter, the ruler, in Leo, the ninth house of 
higher education, philosophy, theatres, 
long journeys, it indicates one who will 
be very active in the world of affairs and 
a person of high aspirations. It is possi- 
ble she will attain success in the field of 
music and drama. However, this achieve- 
ment may cover a rather wide territory, 
for not only the stage, but television and 
radio are to be considered. We must re- 
member we are looking far into the fu- 
ture and must try to fit her into the New 
Age pattern. She will likely go to coun- 
tries far and wide with a definite message 
to give, either in music or as an instruc- 
tor. If she has a voice and is an opera 
star, it will be through sheer determina- 
tion and the assistance of her mother, and 
not because she is especially gifted with a 
voice. 

She has the necessary qualifications and 
personality to rise in life. Her ideals are 
high, perhaps too high to be practical. If 
she is not able to express herself she is 
apt to become restless and dissatisfied 
with her achievements no matter how en 
thusiastically they are received. 

Here is the mother’s key: she must re 
member how she pressed issues and 
forced matters — how she blinded herself 
to all negative suggestions in her own am- 
bition to achieve success. She will teach 
her daughter to be gentle and patient, but 
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she dare not tell her to be patient. Her 
demands on the attention of others must 
be turned to giving others consideration. 
Her energy is apt to be consumed in 
fruitless discussions (Mercury conjunc- 
tion Saturn square Neptune), which must 
be directed to moderation in all things. 
Her enthusiastic and over-zealous nature 
should be encouraged along lines of con- 
structive interest. In her forceful manner 
she is impatient and often flys off at a 
tangent. She cannot be forced to do any- 
thing, nor can she be bribed, for money 
seems to mean little to her. Public opin- 
ion holds the best inducement, she is very 
proud and cannot be mortified. She de- 
mands respect and will have nothing less. 
With all of this, she is inclined to grow 
melancholy and it is then that she is un- 
able to see anything in the proper light. 


As she has but one planet in the Earth 
Triplicity, she must be taught to con- 
sider things froma practical viewpoint 
(three planets in Fire Signs). Her Moon 
in Virgo gives minute analytical qualities 
and the tendency to notice little things. 
She is alert to differences in speech, dia- 
lect, etc., which is a natural trait under 
the circumstances. It is necessary for her 
mother to show more affection and re- 
frain from finding fault, or calling atten- 
tion to faults. The Moon in conjunction 
with the sign on the midheaven indicates 
“fame”. and “success through popular 
favor.” As the Sun in Cancer gives 
strength to the Moon, as ruler of this 
sign, there is indicated “cunning and 
clever ways to win a client or the public,” 
which brings popular favor or hatred. 


Her mother is her ideal (Moon and 
Neptune in Tenth house). She will imi- 
tate her as she grows older, so it behooves 
her mother to set the right pattern. They 
both have Sagittarius rising and both re- 
semble each other. The mother has no 
planets in the Fiery Triplicity, and the 
child has but one in the Earth Triplicity. 
The mother has only one planet in an 
Air sign, while the daughter has three. 
She has more intuition than her mother 
and can be trained to be reasonable while 
the mother is too practical and critical. 
She must learn to be more moderate in 
her dealing with the child and correct her 
own habits that will jar on the little girl’s 
emotions, and cause frustration. The 
mother is capable and is a true friend to 
her little girl.
